/J  MOST  cherished  memory  of  many  Notre  Dame  and  Saint 
/I  Mary's  alumni  is  the  visit  which  Pope  XII  as  Cardinal  Pa- 
^  .^/\a  celli  paid  to  the  University  in  1936.  Then  Papal  Secretary 
of  State,  and  His  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XI's  chief  advisor  and  assistant, 
he  said,  'Tt  is  Our  Prayer  .  .  .  that  she  whose  name  your  University 
so  proudly  bears  may  continue  to  guide  the  destinies  of  the  Institu- 
tion to  ever  greater  achievements  for  God,  Country,  and  Notre  Dame." 

Since  his  elevation  to  the  Chair  of  Peter  in  1939,  His  Holiness 
Pope  Pius  XII  frequently  praises  and  encourages  the  growth  of  those 
educational  institutes  practicing  the  precepts  of  Christian  learning. 
In  his  encylical,  Sertum  Laetitiae,  our  Holy  Father  extolled  the  Cath- 
olic University  of  America  and  expressed  his  anticipation  for  its  growth 
and  leadership.  The  School  of  Sacred  Theology  in  our  College  he  com- 
mended this  year,  bestowing  his  blessing  upon  its  founder  and  its 
members. 

These  gestures  are  characteristic  of  Pope  Pius  whose  interest  in 
students  finds  expression  in  the  proper  direction  of  their  intellectual 
pursuits.  At  a  very  early  age  Eugenio  Pacelli  showed  a  strong  attrac- 
tion to  learning,  and  displayed  unusual  talents  of  mind.  In  fact,  so 
distinguished  were  his  scholarly  achievements  that  His  Holiness  Pope 
Leo  XIII  personally  congratulated  him  when  he  was  admitted  to  the 
doctorate  at  the  Roman  seminary.  This  papal  encouragement  greatly 
impressed  him. 

Our  Sovereign  Pontiff  Pope  Pius  XII  is  a  man  not  only  of  great 
learning  and  wisdom,  but  also  of  profound  holiness  whose  priestly 
virtues  and  spiritual  fearlessness  shine  out  as  a  saving  light  in  a  world 
darkened  by  despair.  In  him  we  see  the  realization  of  his  own  words. 
''No  greater  fortune  can  come  to  an  individual  .  .  .  than  to  obey  the 
Author  of  human  salvation,  execute  His  Commands,  accept  His  reign 
in  which  we  are  made  free  and  rich  in  goods." 

The  inaugural  speech  for  his  Holy  Year  reflects  our  Holy  Father's 
unflinching  courage  and  limitless  love  for  God.  With  complete  sim- 
plicity, but  with  great  vigor,  he  urged  all  men  to  bring  "their  lives 
into  harmony  with  the  lofty  aims  of  the  Holy  Year."  He  bravely 
pleaded  for  the  return  of  all  prodigal  sons  to  the  Church's  threshold. 
His  warm  welcome  to  share  in  the  joy  and  peace  of  Christianity  was 
extended  to  the  entire  world. 

Through  prayer  for  and  with  our  Holy  Father,  all  Saint  Mary's 
girls  join  those  among  our  factulty  and  student  body  making  the  pil- 
grimage to  the  Eternal  City  during  this  Jubilee  Year. 
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Sister  ?kladeleva,  our  poet-president,  is  a  leader  of  girls,  a  maker  of  wom- 
en, a  leader  of  students,  a  maker  of  apostles.  A  prominent  figure  among 
American  educators,  she  is  an  active  participant  in  the  National  Catholic 
Education  Association  and  the  Catholic  Commission  on  Intellectual  and 
Cultural  Affairs;  but  she  centers  her  interests  in  the  Saint  Mary's  girl  and 
her  college. 

Sister  jNIadeleva,  famed  as  a  lecturer,  linds  the  Saint  Mary's  girl  her 
favorite  audience.  To  her,  Sister  imparts  her  ideas  on  poets  and  poetry.  For 
her,  she  envisions  the  vast  scope  of  education.  In  her,  she  awakens  her  own 
ideals  for  students. 

As  a  courageous  disciple  of  his  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XI,  Sister  Madeleva 
strives  to  direct  us  toward  the  immutable  words  and  Word  of  God.  "The 
teaching  of  Christianity,"  she  believes,  "is  the  essence  of  the  Catholic  col- 
lege .  .  .  The  Catholic  college  is  the  only  specifically  educational  avenue  in 
the  world  in  which  through  the  intellectual  life,  goodness,  holiness,  and  .sanc- 
tity are  developed  and  communicated." 

She  is  realizing  her  Newman-like  goal  through  the  growth  and  emphasis 
of  religion  as  the  pivtotal  subject  in  our  curriculum.  An  important  step  in 
the  actualizing  of  her  ideal  was  the  foundation  in  1943  of  the  School  of 
Sacred  Theology,  a  pioneer  institution  offering  to  women  opportunities  for 
graduate  study  in  religion.  The  result  of  our  president's  efforts  is  also  seen 
in  the  frequent  choice  of  religion  as  a  major  or  minor  and  the  popularity  of 
religion  as  an  elective  among  undergraduates. 

Sister  ^Madeleva's  devotion  to  Saint 
Mary's  may  be  traced  back  to  her  own 
college  days  here.  Wisconsin-born  Eva 
Mary  Wolff  transferred  from  her  state  uni- 
versity to  Saint  ^Mary's  in  1907.  From 
the  College  she  entered  the  Holy  Cross 
Novitiate,  dedicating  her  life  to  the  bet- 
terment of  God's  world  for  His  glory.  As 
a  sister  of  this  order,  she  continued  her 
studies  at  the  Universities  of  Notre  Dame, 
California,  and  Oxford. 

Although  she  has  held  administrative 
offices  since  1931,  Sister  regards  herself 
primarily  as  a  teacher.  Her  teaching  in  the 
English  department  from  1914  to  1919 
was  undoubtedly  memorable,  for  her  name 
has  become  a  legend  among  Saint  Mary's 
students. 

In  gratitude  for  the  preparation  she 
gives  us  in  becoming  "crusaders  in  the 
way  of  the  Holy  Cross"  and  for  the  guid- 
ance she  gives  us  in  our  quest  for  learning 
and  wisdom,  we  affectionately  dedicate  our 
Blue  Mantle  for  the  Hol>-  Year  of  1950 
to  Sister  Madeleva. 
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Father  Leo  Arnoult  O.P.,  a  professor  of  religion  in  the  school  of 
Sacred  Theology,  came  to  Saint  Mary's  College  in  1943.  Father  Wil- 
liam O'Beirne  O.P.  has  been  a  professor  of  religion  in  the  college  as 
well  as  in  the  graduate  school  since  1944. 

A  graduate  of  Providence  College,  Father  Arnoult  continued  his 
studies  at  the  Catholic  University  and  then  studied  four  years  at  An- 
gelieum  in  Rome.  Father  O'Beirne  received  his  B.A.  degree  at  Fordham 
University  and  did  his  graduate  work  at  the  Dominican  House  of 
Studies  in  Washington. 

As  assistant  chaplains  in  the  college,  they  both  serve  as  spiritual 
advisers  for  the  students.  As  teachers,  they  do  honor  to  Saint  Mary's 
and  the  best  of  Dominican  traditions.

^^^WHERE  could  be  no  time  more  ap- 
M  propriate  than  the  Holy  Year  of 
^  ^  1950  for  Saint  Mary's  girls  to 
commemorate  the  golden  jubilee  of  their 
chaplain's  religious  profession.  The  Rev- 
erend ^Matthew  Schumacher  has  brought 
to  Saint  Mary's  College  the  fruits  of  his 
fifty  years  in  the  Congregation  of  Holy 
Cross.  As  chaplain  of  the  college  since 
1934,  he  has  devoted  himself  to  the  spir- 
itual direction  and  counseling  of  the  girls 
with  the  same  quiet,  dignified  enthusiasm 
that  is  characteristic  of  all  he  does. 

Father's  varied  activities  reveal  his  keen 
interest  in  the  cause  of  education.  After 
graduating  from  Notre  Dame  University, 
he  was  ordanied  by  Cardinal  Gibbons  in 
1903.  Two  years  later  he  achieved  lau- 
reate honors  with  his  doctor's  degree  from 
the  Catholic  University.  A  young  and  ca- 
pable priest.  Father  Schumacher  was  made 
Prefect  of  Studies  at  Notre  Dame  Univer- 
sity in  1907.  As  the  president  of  Saint  Ed- 
ward's University  from  1919  to  1925  and 
then  of  Saint  Thomas's  College  until  1934, 
he  made  outstanding  contributions  to  the 
growth  and  development  of  these  two  in- 
stitutions. He  is  recognized  as  a  significant 
figure  in  the  shaping  of  the  destinies  of  the 
Catholic  Educational  Association  and  was 
a  vital  member  in  the  North  Central  As- 
sociation. 

Father  Schumacher's  extensive  travels 
and  broad  education  combined  with  his 
spiritual  zeal  distinguish  him  as  a  teacher 
of  religion  and  philosophy.  He  enriches  the 
Graduate  School  of  Sacred  Theology  in 
our  College  as  one  of  its  professors. 

Truly  a  priest  among  priests.  Father 
Schumacher  is  an  abiding  inspiration  to 
all  of  us.  His  courtesy  of  manner  and 
sincerity  of  intention  are  matched  by  his 
kindly  sympathy  and  understanding.  The 
ideals  to  which  he  has  consecrated  him- 
self permeate  his  life  and  cannot  help  in- 
fluencing ours.
